Forest Reserve Lands Cause Decrease 


In Town Treasuries-County 


Board Acts On Matter 


At the session of the County Board 


held In Rhinelander this week the 
members appointed District Attorney 
S. S.>JUIer to appear before the neit 
session of the legislature at Madison 
and assist in an effort to hive a law 
enacted whereby the state will bear a 
certain proportion of taxes on Its 
forest reserve lands. 


"In Oneida county alone the state 


owns large tracts of these lands which 
of course are exempt .from taxation. 
Thus the revenue of tlie'various towns 
In which the tracts are located Is con- 
siderably decreased. Tlie tax money 
received from private property owners 
Is scarcely enough to meet the necessa 
ry running expenses of the towns and 
there remains no fund for improve- 
ment purposes. Many farmers resid- 
ing in these towns are forced to bear 
more tlian their burden of taxation 
In order to meet the expenses of 
schools and other public necessities. 
Every acquisition of forest reserve 
lands means a loss to the tow'n treas 
ury. Not ouly In Oneida but in nu- 
merous other counties does this condi- 
tion prevail. 


At tlw board meeting this matter 


came cp for a lenghty discussion and 
as a result it was deemed advisable to 
send Mr. Miller to Madison to .see 
what can be accomplished toward 
remedying the evil. It Is proposed 
to require the state to pay a suflicient 
amount on its lands to help defray 
the Improvement expenses of the 
towns in which'such tracts are situ- 
ated. 


It is expected that this movement 


will result in a spirited tight in tiie 
legislature this winter.

An ordinance relating to licensing 


"Hawkers"', Peddlers and Transient 
Merchants In the City of Rhinelar.der. 


Tlie Mayor and Common Council, of 


the City of Rhinelander do ordain $s 
follows: 


Section 1. No person shall engage 


In or follow the business of a '-hawk- 
er" or peddler by Section I">To Reri-> 
ed Statutes of Wisconsin, or the bus- 
ness of a transient merchant as de- 
fined by Chapter 4!x> of the Laws of 
Wisconsin for the year 1905, within 
the City of Rhinelander without first 
having obtained license for that pur- 
pose as herein provided. 


Section -'. The amount of license 


to be paid by every such peddler, 
'•hawker'' or transient mercliant Is 
hereby fixed at the sum of *o.OO per 
day for each day that such person 
may be engaged In carrying on his 
business. 
' Section 3. Tlie application for a 
license as such "hawker", peddler or 
transient mercliant shall be made in 
writing to the City Clerk upon blanks 
to be furnished for tliat purpose and 
upon'the filing of such application 
and the presentation to said Clerk of 
a receipt from the City Treasurer 
showing the payment of the license 
fee herein provided, the City Clerk 
shall Issue to such applicant a license 
authorizing tlie person therein named 
to engage In the business of '-hawk- 
er", peddler or transient mercliant 
within such city for the number of 
days for which said license fee has 
been paid which number of days sliall 
be stated In said license. 


Section 4. If complaint be made to 


the Mayor of said City that any per- 
son doing business therein b a tran- 
sient merchant and such person shall 
claim to be a permanent merchant, he 
may be required as a condition of 
transacting business within the City, 
without the payment of a licer.se fee
